Professor Miller read a paper on shad-hatch- 


ing, which, which iet forth that the Maryland 
Ftah Commissioner, Major T. B. Ferguson 
commenced operations May 8, 1877, at Havre 
de Grace, Md., where the Susquehanna pours 
its wateis.iiito Chesapeake Bsy, in which vi- 
cinity the seines and gill nets are very numer- 
ous. ,On tire night of May 14th tho Commis- 
sioner's' men took 1,250,000 shad eggs. . Mainr 
Fciguson tiicn sent word tbat be was ready to 
co-operate with tlie United Slates Commission- 
ers in tlie work of hatching and distributing, 
when Prifcssor Baird and others proceeded to 
Havre de Grace, and under their joint work 
about 0,440,000 fish were hatched, the larger 
portion being consigned to adjacent waters. 
Tlie hatching was done with a novel and effi- 
cient apparatus, which maiks one of the great- 
est advances in flsh'cultui-e yet made. It was 
a process by which fish were hatched by steam. 
The eggs were not steamed in a cullender, but 
a 10-horse power steam engine was set in 
motion at a alow revolution along shafting with 
eccentrics, which moved the long arms of levers 
tip and down, and suspended from tlie ends of 
the short arms were sheet iron cylinders with 
wire netting bottoms half submerged In the 
river. The slow up and down movement, when 
a quantity of eggs were put into the cylinders, 
kept.them in gentle motion within the cans un- 
til they were hatched. As the engine and ma- 
chinery were placed upon a large scow anchored 
out in the stream it was possible to have levers 
projecting on each side, the inner ends being 
coupledin a sliding knuckle joint, so that one 
eccentric moved both. The fish hatched with 
perfect success and proved vigorous 'and hardy 
in the longest trips made, as the one to Califor- 
nia.

trout culture. Mr. Porter said: " Brook trout 
culture is tho mother of fish culture. 
The 


salmon of our country are being sent to all 
parts of the world, and yet fish culture is only 
in its infancy. In raising trout one must have 
natural advantages : First, a never-failing spring 
with a good, flow of water j^sefiend?, uniform 
temperature of water; third, a gooi! fall, and, 
fourth, a pool not likely to oe washed out by 
severe storms. The old custom of hatching 
the spawn on gravel ii nearly obsolete. Wire 
trays, with the wires crossing eacli other at 
right angles, one-tenth of an inch apart, are 
probably the best for hatching trout from sulaion 
spawn, as the fish are thus enabled to fall 
through at soon as hatched. Another method 
of raising trout has been successfully tried, by 
arranging the ponds in the Fall, aud selecting 
pahs of ripe trout atdhTerent times, and placing 
them in a pond where they would spawn. 
They were then removed and other spawn sub- 
stituted uutil there were enough eggs to stock 
the pond. As far as' my experience goes, with 
100,000 eggs from 80 to 85 per cent, are impreg- 
nated ; lint of these, about 5 per cent, will not 
have strength to burst the shall. Before the 
sac is absorbed, about 5 per cent more will die 
from swelling of tlie sac.

Mr. Green said it was like handling money 


or men; small lots of either could be bandied 
to more advantage as a general thing than large 
ones, but there were those that could handle 
great fortunes or armies either, and by JmpHca- 
tion, trout as well, we presume. He also in 
his remarks on this subject aaid : That small 
streams might be utilised In the culture of fish 
by draining them and making ponds. There 
should be no points or sharp angles in the 
ponds. Brush should be thrown into the ponds 
for the fish to hide themselves iu. These ponds 
should' not be overstocked, any more than a 
pasture should be overstocked. If overstocked 
the fish will die. Spawn will not hatch unless 
the streams feeding the ponds are fed wilh liv- 
ing springs to carry off the sediment. Mr. 
Green further remarked that this year he had 
raised To per cent, of 10,000 young trout.
